DETAILED ACTION 
Restriction/Election Requirement 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 20 and 38-39, drawn to a library of nucleic acid in electronic form. 

II. Claim 8, drawn to a map of transposon insertion in a genome. 

III. Claims 42-55, drawn to a method of making a nucleic acid library and the library 
made and a gene identified therefrom. 

IV. Claim 56, drawn to an antibacterial agent that target a gene or gene product. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reason: 

The inventions of groups I-IV are distinct and lack unity because they don't share the 
same special technical feature. The special technical feature of group I involves a library of 
nucleic acid sequences in electronic form; the special technical feature of group II is a graphic 
map; the special technical feature of group III is a process of making a nucleic acid library and 
the library made and a gene identified therefrom; whereas the invention of group IV involves 
unknown special chemical feature but it targets a gene of group III. The invention of group I lack 
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Novelty as it would be anticipated by GenBank, which is a library of sequences in electronic 
form. Thus, the technical features of groups I-IV are not so linked under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include
